RAW M A T E R IA LS STOCKPILING: A H ELP OR A 
H IN D R A N C E ’ The right answer is important to the nation 
and to you. That is why current studies are being made of the 
problem. 
Right now the government has $8 billion tied up in its vari­ 
ous materials stockpiles and more is being added even though 
defense planners feel that the present total is already about 
$4 billion in excess of foreseeable mobilization requirements 
Excess stockpiling is a burden to taxpayers. The cost of 
maintenance alone amounts to more than $G8 million annual­ 
ly. 
Furthermore, too much stockpiling casts a long shadow 
over business and industry. Unfortunately, these excesses 
cannot be disposed of quickkly without a seriously disrup­ 
tive impact on the very industries the nation depends on tot 
vital supplies in an emergency. 
(Consider what would happen if the $4 billion worth of sui- 
plus stockpile materials was suddenly dumped into 
world 
markets. A few months ago, a rumor that the government 
was considering releasing a sizeable quantity of stockpile 
copper caused the copper market to sag quickly.) 
What is needed, therefore, is a means for transferring the 
surpluses to our competitive economy under conditions cre­ 
ating a minimum disturbance to markets, production 
and 
jobs. To do otherwise would be to sap the strength of ind ;s- 
try, and thereby weaken one of our basic weapons of defense 
in either a cold or a hot war.

Blair has

leaders a preview' of his m ajor 
legislative 
program for 
1959. It 
contains 
no 
new’ 
w elfare 
state 
spending gimmicks. It does call for 
expanding existing services to keep 
up with what he belie\es to be 
the needs of a grow ing state. 
The governor estim ates after par 
ing budget requests that $30 to 
S5o million in additional revenues 
w ill be required. He hopes to avoid 
increasing m ajor basic taxes such 
a* >ales income and property tax­ 
es turning instead to luxury and 
the more or less “ painless" taxes 
if there are such things . 
Ho would for example increase 
levies on beer liquor and cigaret­ 
tes; create a use tax which is a 
sales tax on goods entering Mis­ 
souri from other states; increase 
slightly the corporation franchise 
tax and create taxes for the first 
time on barge lines and 
airlines 
operating in Missouri. 
In all fairness there is logic in 
taxing 
barge 
lines 
and 
airlines 
thereby ending the discrimination 
against railroad and truck carriers 
especially the rails which must 
build their own lines and pay hea­ 
vy taxes while suffering most from 
air and water transit competition. 
The people spend millions build­ 
ing airports and other millions in 
making waterways navigable. Why 
those 
who 
use 
them 
for 
pro­ 
fit should get off scot-free has nev­ 
er been quite clear. 
The governor apparently has re­ 
jected the recommendation of his 
State Tax Commission that the pro­

Uganda 
— 
From 
Zanzibar to Kisumu, from Cape­ 
town to Khartoum, I’ve searched 
for traces of Moscow gold. I’ve 
found it. This Russian money u 
paying, in one fashion or another 
for a network of thousands of an­ 
gry young Africans. Indians and 
Arabs now working incessantly to 
make 
Africa 
over into 
a 
vast 
M arxist continent. 
Should 
this 
succeed, 
it would 
give the Soviets half the world. 
British intelligence sources esti­ 
mate that more than 3.000 young 
Africans 
are 
being 
trained 
in 
a n t ic s, and anti-West propagan­ 
da 
and 
subversion 
in 
Prague 
alone. 
Hundreds 
of others 
now 
travel the new underground rail­ 
road from deep inside Africa, into 
Uganda, then past the wild Sudan­ 
ese border, on to Cairo and so to 
Prague, 
Moscow 
and 
Peiping. 
Then they return to their home 
countries loaded by the Russian 
bear. 
This 
set 
of 
twin 
capitals 
— 
Kam pala and Entebbe on.the edge 
of crocodile-filled Lake Victoria— 
is typical of a score of other 
cities on the jungle’s edge. First, 
take it for granted that Uganda 
is vital to the defen ie of all the 
Main Streets back home. 
From 
Ugandans capital cities of K am ­ 
pala and Entebbe our allies, the 
British, can affect the Nile River 
with a lot of secret hocus-pocus 
a few m iles from here at Jin ja, 
where 
the 
Nile 
really 
begins. 
There’s a big dam there and jo u 
can do tricks with it. 
That dam , on a site selected 
over SO years ago by a young 
newspaperman 
named 
Winston 
Churchill, supplies electric power 
to much of E ast Africa. We, the 
people 
of 
the 
U S ., 
will 
have 
forces 
and 
allies depending 
on 
that power if there is any conflict 
with the East. Thus Uganda 
is 
vital for two reasons: From this 
inland 
African 
protectorate 
the 
British can cripple Russia’s allies 
in Northern Africa 
But if Mos­ 
cow can put a friendly govern­ 
ment in 
F.ntebbo-Kampala 
when 
Uganda 
goes 
independent, 
the 
Communi'sls can control the pow­ 
er supplies of our friends rn Ea t 
Africa ((in K ern *, for example > 
With all this in mind, please 
note that the biggest political par­ 
ty — or what passes for one in 
this part of the world — is the 
Uganda National Congress. It m ay 
well run the country some day. 
Its boss is Joseph Kiwanuka, the 
chairman. 
Som » week* ago Jot* K 
slipped 
over the border into the Sudan 
and he was on his way to Cairo. 
There he picked tip a bundle of 


some $21,000 for his party. But 
instead 
of 
returning 
nome, 
he 
talked to Communist operatives rn 
Cairo at a special Atrican-Asiau 
unit there. Soon Kiwanuka was on 
his way to Peiping wnere he got 
the royal treatment. Then he got 
on a plane tor Vienna and the 
Communist Youth Festival crowd, 
where the Chinese Reds have been 
throwing “ parties” for the African 
delegations, 
boon Kiwanuka 
will 
be back in K am pala. 
But he’s just one of thp band. 
A few hours after I tracked down 
Kiwanuka. I sat with a young In­ 
dian named Shafik. He had just 
returned from studying in Eng­ 
land and Moscow. Here he has 
himself a lucrative business. He 
drives 
a 
$10,000 Mercedes-Benz. 
And heie we sat in tne lovely 
Uganda Club. 
The 
London-Moscow'-Kampala 
Indian attacked the U.S. Shafik 
said that R ussia ha- no territorial 
aim s. He boasted of the USSR's 
industrial progress. The young In­ 
dian defended the Communist Chi­ 
nese brutalizing of Tibet. He re­ 
vealed that he had just helped 
organize 
the 
Uganda 
Action 
Group. 
This 
group 
has 
1,500 
young Asian m em bers, and they 
believe we ought to get rid of our 
atomic bombs. Sh all* said blunt­ 
ly he was 
a 
M arxist, 
and 
all 
capitalism m ust go. That appar­ 
ently included the U S. 
Shafik and Kiwanuka have one 
thing in common — they want the 
British 
to go 
right 
now 
The/ 
want the white man to go right 
now. TTiis would mean chao*. But 
they say at least it will be their 
own home-maue chaos. 
'Hiis they have in common with 
the leaders of all the violent bands. 
They’ve all been to Moscow. Yet 
they all say they’re not Commu­ 
nists. Further south, for exam ple, 
there Is Max Msopole. He is oper­ 
ating in the Misuku Mountains on 
the 
Tanganyika 
border. 
British 
intelligence 
says 
Msopole 
was 
trained in Moscow. He now di­ 
rects strategy for tough bands of 
Africans 
who 
raid villages 
and 
burn government buildings. They 
a! o burn the home* of African 
who want their freedom through 
peaceful political activity. These 
latter are our friends. Somehow 
our friends here always seem to 
be hurt or vilified w'hen they op­ 
pose terrorism .

The German armies, reeling un­ 
der the blows of the Allies, were 
ready to give in by November, 
1918. The formal armistice terms 
stipulated that Germany was to be 
guaranteed a peace based on the 
Fourteen Points. 
Wilson now towered at the diz­ 
zy pinnacle of his popularity and 
power. But regrettably his war­ 
time sureness of touch began to 
desert him, and he made a series 
of costly fumbles. 
First came his brutally direct 
appeal for a Democratic Congress 
in October, 1918. By a 
narrow 
margin, however, the voters re­ 
turned a Republican Congress. 
Wilson next announced that he 
was sailing for France, presum 
ably to use his still 
enormous 
prestige to fashion an enduring 
peace. At that time no President 
had ever gone abroad. The Re­ 
publican condemned the decision

He then held time­ 
consuming public hearings. 
The senator finally adopted the 
strategy of tacking resevations on 
to the treaty. He was able to ach 
ieve hi* goal because of the pecu­ 
liar composition of the Senate-49 j 
Republicans and 47 Democrats. 
League on Tour 
The Lodge reservations finally 
broke the back of the treaty. They 
were all added* by a simple ma 
jority vote, even though the entire 
pact would have to be approved 
by a two-thirds vote. 
As the hot summer of 1919 wore 
on, Wilson 
became 
increasingly 
impatient. Finally he decided to 
take his case to the country, as 
he had so often done. 
The spectacular tour met with 
limited enthusiasm in the Middle 
West, the home of several million 
German-Americans.

Mountains area the enthusiasm for 
Wilson and the league was over­ 
whelming. 
The high point-and the breaking 
point of the trip came at Pueblo. 
Colo., where Wilson, with tears 
streaming down his cheeks, plead­ 
ed for his beloved League. 
That night Wilson* weary body 
rebelled. Wisked back to Wash­ 
ington, he suffered a stroke that 
paralyzed the left side of his body. 
For weeks he lay in bed. a des­ 
perately sick man The Democrats,
